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FOREWORD. 


The present bulletin is virtually a new edition of the w^ork entitled 
Special rollctiions in American lihrariei^ hy William Coolidge Lane 
and Charles' Knowles Holton {Harvard University Library HihJio- 
(jraphiral C ontrihutiom^ N o. published in 1892. Since the pub- 

lication of that Inost important contribution to American library 
literature there have been several surveys of a local character, for 
example, that of the Library of Congfess published in its Report 
(with Manual) for 1901 ; the manual of Chicago librarie.% Educa- 
tional Opportunities in Chicago^ piiSlished hy the council for library 
and museum extension, 1911 ; the Desmptive and hv^toHcal notes on 
the Library of Hansard U nivers^y ^ hy A. (L Potter and E. H, Welh^ 
2d ed.^ 1911 (Harvard University Library Bihliographi^^al Contribu- 
tions^ No. 60) ; and the Readers'^ Manual^ published by Columbia Uni- 
versity in 1011. The.se local surveys are of fundamental im^portance; 
the^'^ involve bibliographical work of the most valuable kind and make 
possible library pubneity of the highest type. 

In the scientific organization of our libraries, however, a national 
survey is of even greater importance, because it is only by such a 
survey that collections of general value may be’ distinguished from 
those of merely local' value and that the results of all local surveys 
may be made generally kno\vn. It was ^or these reasons that the 
Commissioner of E^Jucation, in collecting the library statistics of the 
year 1908, determined to secure also information regarding special 
collections ip libraries in the United Stateft, and with that in view 
•^issued a circular,^ dated November 2, 1908, asking librarians to de- 
scribe (1) any collections of books, pamphlets, periodicals, and docu- 
ments in their libraries which were of unusual value either because of 
completeness in foreign literature or early literature of a subject ^r 
because the works in them were monumental in character or of un- 
usual rarity ; (2) collections of interest primarily because of their 
history and associations; (3) unique copies of any book. The cir-. 
cular added: ' * •

ThLs circular wajs sent to 2^8 libraries. In preparing the returns 
for publication very much has, of *cou^,%een omitted, and perhaps 
more might have been omitted with profit It so?med better, how- 
ever, to err on the side of inclusiveness. It also seemed bet ter to ar- 
range the material by subject matter rather than by place, although 
this plan involved more editorial labor. 

It should be addedi that these statistics, like others, must, in the 
nature of things, be. only relatively 'correct, because some libraries, 
like the Library of Congress and the John Crerar I/ibrary, are growl- 
ing very rapidly, and because libraries differ more or less in their 
classification of books. 

The editors are under especial obligations to Dr. )V. W. Rockwell, 
librarian of Union Theological Seminary, New York City, for edit- 
ing the chapter descriptive of the theological collections.

It has over 350,000 volumes of docnments of Nations, States, and munici- 
palities,' making the largest collection of statlstl^l material In the United 
^ States. The^LIbrary of Congress receives currSitly 70 official gazettes. 
Its extensive flies of bound volumes include practically complete sets of 
tbe London Gazette (1005) and tbe Journal Officiel de la Bfpubllque Fran- 
galse, with its predecessor, the Moniteur (1789-). 

New York Public Library collection of public documents nupibers prob^Iy 
160,000 volumes, of which some 40,000 relate to clfles. 

Harvard University, Cambridge, Mass^t has a oollectlon of foreign documents. 
Including British Jocuuients,'* 6,006 .volumes, and Canadian documents, 1,055 
volumes. 

.The Free Library of Philadelphia contains a collection of over 101, (XX) oflicial 
publlcatiouB of tbe Governments, States, provinces, and cities of tbe world. 

Wisconsin State Historical Society, Madison, contains over 40,000 volumes. In " 
tills collection arc a complete set of United States publications, nearly 
complete sets for all the States and the leading AmerldSfl^cltlee, and* 
rapidly growing sets for several foreign countries, particularly Great Britain 
and her colonies. ‘ . 

The John Crerar Library, Chicago^ 111., lias a strong collection of public docu- 
ments. In addition to the Unlted'States documents which it has received 
as a designated depository, as a special depository for publications of thd 
Geological Suavey, and as a depository of all acts and bills' since 1901, It 
has many State And city documents,, a nearly complete set tbe Parlia- 
mentary Papers of Canada, a very fall set of those of the Netherlands, an 
uhusual collection o^ French doemnents jK the 16th-18th centuries on 
economic subjects,, and mai^ serial puhHntlong of Austria, Franck Ger- 
many and Italy. - / 

The University of Pennsylvania, PhUadwbla, has a considerable collection of 
docbinents of foreign countries, Including an extensive collection of English 
Government publications, ^30 volnmes of French legislative dpdbmehts, and 
tbe entire proceedings and other doooments of' the Reichstag since tbe 
foUiKjibS of the Qjrman Empire. . ^

contains the largest collection of.*UhIted States public documents in the 
country. 

The United States War Department Library, Washiagton, D. C., has a complete 
set. of the'.original Journals of both Houses of Congress for the first 14 
Congreves. It has also a practically wmplete set of all congressional docu- 
ments and reports from the Fifteenth Congress to date, easily accessible 
to consulting s^dents. 

Yale University, New Haven, Conn., has h set of the United States congressional 
documents complete since 1825 and for tl|e ^rller period reasonably full, 
Including about 125 volumes for the first 14 Congresses. 

The Boston Athenaum has a collection pf 177 volumes of early United* Sutes 
documents (first 14 Congresses, 178&-1817).

Four hundred and fifty current newspapers are 
preseryed and bound. The collection of 18th-century American newspapers 
is particularly strong.

The American Antiquarian Society, Worcester, Mass., has a collection of Amer-

senring nearly 30 Journals, representing various sections of tlu^wuntry, i^s 
currently issued. The collection Is briefly descijbed In the /Handbook of

Harvard University colUK.‘tion. Caiubridge, Mass., relating to North American 
history, biogmphy, genealogy, and geography numbers about 33,000 
volumes, of which some 28,000 volumes relate to the United States. The 
basis of the col Itx’ lion was tJie libraries formed by Prof. Ebeling. of Ham- 
burg. and by David Rr-^Vnrden. for many years United States oonsiii at 
Paris. The former library, numbCHng over 3.200 volumes, was given to 
Harvard in* 1818 by Col. Israel Thorndike, of Boston, and the latter, nnm- 
bering 1.200 volumes, was the gift of Samuel A. Eliot In 1823. In 1830 
the corporation supplemented these libraries by the purchase- of a valuable 
collection of Anierlciina- formed by Obndlah Rich. The section on the dis- 
covery, early exploration, and geographical development of America, 
largely built up by Justin Wlnsor, Is particularly strong, and was further 
Increased by bonks bequeathed by Francis Parkman in 1894.

The Ilbrnpy of the United Spates Departirent of A^rlcnltiire, WaBhlngton, 
D. C., bae large collections of books relating to Insects and n)ammuU, and 
a -good reference collet,*tion relating to birds and general aioology. The 
colItH-'tlon of entomological works is especially noteworthy, comprising many 
rare and valuable books and sets of j>erlodlcal8 as well aa a large pamphlet 
collection. The entomological collection is strongest on the economic side. 
A catalogue of the entomological literature was Issued in 11>06 as Bulletin 
55 of the library. This conialna about 5,G(H) titles, 

Tlu> librai-y of the American Museum of Natural History, New York, possesses 
a very complete collection of zoological works aud iJerlodicals, In all about 
i5.<¥)p volumes. Including the library of Dr. S. Low'ell Elliot, coutnlntog 
9.500 volumes, and 3,500 pamphlets. (Flies of periodicals lu New York are 
llstwl in the JV(‘tr Vor^c Public Library Bulletin, 2: 51-^5,) Its collecllous on 
uiariue zoology number 1,250 volumes. 

CONX'HOLOQT. 

American Museum of Natural History, Washington. D. C.. In 1901 acquired 
the llbrar.v of PYederlck A. Unstable. contUlulug 200 volumes relating to 
concbology. Its entire concbologlcul library numbers l.tKX) volumes. 

The National Museum, Washington. D. C., acquired In 1903, as a gift from 
Dr. Williams U. Dali, honorary 'curntor of mollusks/hls collection of about 
1,000 bouud volumes and 2.000 pamphlets on the mollusca. a spec 
library of great value accumulated by Dr. Dali during many yeaVs 
search. This museum also acquired In 1874 the library of John O. Jay, 
coutaining 850 volumes relating to conchology. 

ICHTHYOLOGY. 

Leland Stanford Junior University, California, contains about 6.500 volumes 
and immphietfi on ichthyology. The library la for the most part the gift 
of David Starr Jordau. the president of the university, 

American Museum of Natural History. New York, has the llbniry of Carson 
Brevoort. cotiininlng 2.083 volumes and 1.000 irumphlets relating chiefly 
to Ichthyology.

American Museum of Natural History, New York. hs3 an entomological library 
uiimberlng 3,100 volumes. Including the collection of Mr. Harry Edwards, 
acquired In 1892. This contains 500 volumes and 1.200 pamphlets. It is 
es()ecia11y strong In the literature of lepldoptera.

FORESTRY. 

Yale Forest School. New Haven. Conn., has a special library on forestry of 
7,000 volumes, containing practically aljgpie Important American litera- 
ture on forestry from the beginning of tW mtvem^nt. a|^d Including com- 
plete sets of the forestry Journals and extensive collections of the Itunber 
journals. It also has a greitt desi of foreign literature, with d^at of the 
Qerman and French , forestry journals running back Into the 18th century^ 
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The library of the United Sfatee Department of Agrlcnlture, Washington, D C,, 
has probably the largest collection of books on forestry to be found In the 
United Stn ea The^ total Is 4,000 volumes and pamphlets. It acquired in 
1897 the library of Prof Franz von Baur, containing about 1,700 foreign 
books on forestry. A list of works on forestry was published In 1898 as 
Bulletliy24 of the library. 

Cornell I'niversity State College of Forestry, Ithaca, N. Y., has 1,100 volumes 
on forestry.

The library. of the United States Department of Agriculture, Washington, D, C„ 
has a large collection of books relating to domestic animals and veterinary 
science, including sets of periodicals. Its set of herd, flock, and stud books 
is probably the most henrly complete In the country. In all It consists of 
7,900 volumes and pamphlets, divided as follows: Veterinary science, 2,100 
** books and pamphlets ; dairying, 1.200 books and pamphlets ; be^. flock, 
and stud books, 2,200 books and pamphlets; domestic animals. ^(Xhbooks 
and pamphlets. ^ " / 

Ohio State University, Columbus, has a very full collection of h^d, flock, unrt 
stud books,' confining about 1,300 volun^es, including recede of reglst^- 
tion of horses, cattle, sheep, and swine of pure-bred registry apsociallons 
of America, Great Britain, France, Belgium, and Germnpy. It has very^full 
American and British records, dating back to the ort^nal English Short- 
horn herdbook published in 1S22. 

Purdue University, La Fayette, Ind., baa a collection oxherd records and regis- 
ters of the various cattle, horse," sheep, and swiny briers' associations of 
the United States," The total number is GOO vo^mes. 

The Flower Veterinary Library, established In 3^7, Is the gift, of ex-Gov, 
, Flower to Comeir University, Ithaca, N. Y.j^or the use of the State vet- 
erlnn^^.oollege at Cornell University. It ^eludes the collection of about 
280 Tolumes made by Dr. John Bjisteed, munder of the New York College 
of Veterinary Surgeona The Busteed Collection was purchased In 1878. 

University of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, acquired In l901-2*tHe veterinary 
library of the late* Dr. Rush Shippeh Huidekoper, contalnmgSlbout 2.000 
volumes nod Inclualng all the impor^t periodicals on the subje^ together 
with many general works. * 

The American Society for the Preventfcn of Cruelty to Animals, Newf York, has 
a library of 3,000 volumes and 4^000 pamphlets.

A record of the Walton Collection In the Lenox Library, New York, was printed 
as number 7 of the “Contributions to a Catalogue of the Lenox Library.” 
This collection, which Included the Westwood Library, numbered ^me 500 
volumes. It was particularly strong In editions of “ The Oompleat Angler.” 
and other early books on the subject of fishing. The collection was later 
Increased, largely as a result of gifts from the Hon. John. L. Cadwnla^der. 
A catalogue of the complete collection on th^ subject of fishlng^and fish 
culture was printed in the New York Public Library, Bulletin, tS:2S9-^07; 
the works on fish and fisheries were listed in the Bulletin, S:S96-St2,
